The court room was 
crowded, and it is doubtful If such a 
gathering as that which occupied every 
available inch of> standing room or 
seating capacity was ever seen In a 
court where learned judges were sit- 
ting as committing magistrates. 


John Bardsley was brought from 


Cherry HUl about S o'clock and shortly 
after was driven to the city hall, He 
was in charge of Warden Cassidy. 


When all the preliminaries hod been 


arranged the district attorney 'broke 
the silence, saying that he proposed to 
call the attention of the court to some 
cases arising out of the recent troubles, 
so that the court may consider them, 
and if the evidence Justified it war- 
rants for arrest m'uy be pushed against 
the guilty parties. 


"These are* extraordinary proceed- 


ings, "said the district attorney, "but 
here ore extraordinary circumstances 
that warrant these proceedings." 


"While it is a practice fallen into dis- 


use for judges of this court to sit as com- 
mitting magistrates," continued the 
district attorney, "it is not without its 
warrant Grave questions ot law are 
to be passed upon by those upon whom 
the people have imposed the responsi- 
bility of deciding such questions." 


Then the district attorney narrated 


the fact that his assistants had fre- 
quently visited Bardsley in his cell to 
obtain testimony, but had met with ob- 
structions. 


The district attorney then announced 


that the 
commonwealth hod sub- 


poenaed Olendenoing & Sons, Auditor 
General McComant, Wro. H. Llvsey, 
cashier In the state treasury, who was 
not present, and the officers of the

My self-respect, however, in view ot 
all that has been said and done, will 
not permit me under any circumstan- 
ces, to give any testimony in this 
court " 


Judge Fell reminded him that he 


could refuse to answer questions, but 
he only insisted that he would not, be 
sworn.

country and its enemies. 


The only way to reach the foreigner ia 
to meet him at the ports on 6nr seaboard 
when he cornea here with his products to 
sell them in the beet market in the world. 
Tbe only way is to meet him there and 
clap on the taxes—make him help pay 
year taxes for the privilege of sailing in 
yonr market [Oheers.] 


"Aak the Canadian fanner how he likes 
protection. He is opposed to it; he 
cornea over to Bn&alo with his wheat to 
compete with the farmers with the far- 
mers of Erie county in their market.'The. 
Erie farmer gets »1 for hia wheat. The 
Canadian farmer .also gets |1 for,- his 
wheat, bat be takes home only 75 cents, 
for w» compel him to leave 25 cents on 
every bushel to help you pay your taxes.

It will be seen that to make its point 


the Review broke in at the middle of a 
sentence and ended at the, nu'ddla of 
another, which is certainly not only em- 
inently unfair but unpardonable.

The following, 
among many similar facts, illustrates this 
point: 


In July, 1890, the manufacturers of 


Bradford, England, sold Americans silks 
and seal plashes worth 8270,000. In 
July, 1891, we bought of them in this 
ot goods only to the amount of 835,000. 


The MoKinley law has transferred the: 


aeul plush industry to the United States, 
and those who are engaged in' the man- 
ufacture ot 8236,000 worth ot plnshee 
that a year ago were made in Europe are 
a benefit, as citizens, to our government! 
because they support our schools, our 
churches and pay taxes; whereas, those 
who made the 8286,000 worth of plnahes 
in Europe were of no benefit to us. In 
justice to its readers the -Sevieio ought 
to publish the above extract from Mp- 
Kinley's speech aud make an apology for 
deceiving such simon-pure Democrats as 
are overqredulous. 


Farmers and Laborers, 


Naw York Sun: The farmers' alliance 


and the Colored Farmers' Allianoe in the 
South now have a fine opportunity ta 
am how the principle of combination 
'works. The Farmers'Alliance and In- 
dustrial Union is supposed to be com- 
posed of farmers and laborers. As a 
matte; of fact it is principally composed 
of farmers. The colored Allianoe, which 
haa been coddled by the white alliance, 
consists very largely,ot farm laborers. 
The idea ot farmers and of farm laborers 
in regard to wages are pretty sure to 
differ. An instance ot that difference 
has just occurred. The colored cotton 
pickers have combined to ask 81 a hun- 
dred pounds for picking cotton between 
Bept, 12 and Nov 1. If they are success- 
ful in their demand the cost of harvetfc 
ing cotton will be greatly increased, 
while the price of cotton will not be la- 
creased. The cotton growers say that 
they have a bard time enough to make 
s living at tbe present price of cotton 
and labor. What are they going to do 
it the cotton pickers succeed in getting 
81 a hundred pounds? , 


Now, here ia where another weakness 


of the allianoe somes to 'tbe Burfncc. 
The colored alliance, composed ot labor- 
era or small farmers who are ready to 
pick cotton for other growers when 
their own little crop hag been harvested; 
is interested in having higher pay for 
cotton pickers. The Farmer*/ Allianoe 
and Industrial Union, In eo far wit it 
composed ot laborers, moat encourage k 
movement lor higher wage* for laboran. 
In so tar a* it ia composed of farmers, 
and these actually oompusw tbe greater 
part of its membership, It must strive to 
keep thewagw of agrionlturel laboran 
oowa to tbe lowest point. A breach 
between the white alliance and Uweolor- 


i* hoabieM, but tbe bet that

Tbe line ot march was north on Water 


to North street, west to Edward, eouth 
on Edward to West Ham, east on Slain 
across Lincoln Square to Water, and 
south to tbe new building. 


Tbe etone wna laid in the presence ot 


a great throne by Grand Master Pearson, 


level,with tha street. First floor 10 feet 
'mgb; second floor 15 teet high; third 
floor 2i feet high, and above the third 
floor is an attio which will resemble a 
fourth atory. In tbe tower will be B 
clock, the dials of which will be illumi- 
nated at night. Thire is to be jk slate 
roof and tbe building will be fire-proof. 
The corridors and balls will have tile 
floors, and the vestibules wamsooted 
with Georgia marble in varied tints. 


There is a cellar 60x100 feet at the rear 


half ot the building, Tbe first floor or 
basement ipll be used for offices. A wide 
stairway will l«nd to the seoond floor, 
where will be found the offices of tbe 
circuit and county ^tlerke, the county 
judge and the county court room. On 
the third floor, at the southeast oorner, 
is tbe large circuit court room, with 
offices and ]ury room?. The grand jury 
and supervisors are provided for, and the 
entire equipment will be Bret-class.
